He started pestering everyone he could 
think of to get answers and, on Monday, 
work crews were out on Bemis continuing 
the paving from Katona’s ranch to 
Martinsville Road. On Tuesday, paving 
was announced to be to Renton Road. 

This was not scheduled, since Sumpter 
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Township got a letter from the county a 
few weeks earlier saying there would be no 
further paving on Bemis this year. 

Bies knows it was his determined efforts 
that got the paving done.

He said he kept emailing Wayne County 
Commissioner Al Haidous — seven times

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Belleville City Council approves 
TOWN Web design contract

A new web site with lots of special 
features is expected to on line in six weeks 
to serve the City of Belleville. 

At Monday’s regular meeting, the city 
council approved a three-year contract with 
TOWN Web Design, LLC, of Madison, 
WI, at an initial cost of $5,058 and costs of 
$1,563 each year after that. 

According to the contract, the web site will 
contain meeting minutes, agendas, forms 
and permits, links, calendar, a contact- 
us form, and frequently asked questions, 
besides pictures and graphics. 

The new site is expected to improve 
communication by email. Residents have 
complained that they have emailed the 
mayor over and over again and got no 
response. Mayor Kerreen Conley said she 
did not get those emails because her email 
service at city hall is broken and doesn’t 
work. 

It is expected to be easy to use so that 
residents and visitors, regardless of 
computer expertise, can easily navigate 
through the web site. The site is said to 
be easy to expand, if the city wants to add 
features such as shopping cart, podcasts, 
etc. 

The original web site contract was 
reviewed by the city attorney and improved 
with changes, said City Clerk Sherri 
Scharf. She also reported she checked the 
references. 

“Six weeks from Friday expect to see our 
new web site,” said City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer. She said the city will have the 
opportunity to review what they have done 
in stages along the way. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the city council: 

e Approved the annual Battle for Belleville 
by the Yankee Air Museum crews on 
Main Street in front of the Belleville Area 
Museum from 6 to 7:30 p.m. Friday, Sept. 1. 
The council approved closing Main Street 
from Third to Fifth, as well as Roys and 
Fourth streets. There will be a World War 
II battle reenactment and military vehicle 
display. Police Chief Hal Berriman said at 
4:30 p.m. his officers will begin setting up 
the no-parking along Main Street. He said 
last year they had trouble moving parkers 
in front of the pub. He said Irishmen are 
hard to move; 

e Introduced an updated ordinance for the 
International Property Maintenance Code 
and set the public hearing on the ordinance 
for 7:30 p.m., Tuesday, Sept. 5; 

e Heard Councilman Jesse Marcotte give 
his idea for improving the council’s Follow- 
up List by including a ““CANed” report. He 


said they have that where he works and it 
stands for “conditions, actions, needs” and 
is a way of project management to keep the 
council up to date. He read the first item 
on the Follow-up List, which is City Hall 
Security, which has a proposed action of 
“analysis of current building security” and 
has been on the list since Aug. 1, 2011. He 
said since he has only been on the council 
since November there are some things on 
which he doesn’t have background; 

e Heard Fire Chief Brian Loranger say 
that the Belleville High School athletic 
department had a scrimmage last Saturday 
and a tournament on Sunday and the city 
fire department didn’t know these were 
planned. He said on Sunday there was a 
broken arm and the fire lane was all blocked 
with parked cars. Chief Berriman said Cpl. 
Kris Faull would be addressing that with 
the school in the morning. He said the 
athletic department did not alert the city 
to the events and there was just one officer 
on duty and, “He had his hands full.” He 
did write handicapped parking tickets, the 
chief said; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$225,371.28 and the following purchases 
in excess of $500: to Oakland County, 
$2,495 for CLEMIS membership, quarterly 
payment, police; to BS&A Software, 
$1,515 for training/new employee, 
general fund; to Wayne County, $1,295 
for Dickerson Facility Lodging, police; to 
Wise Technologies, $607.50 for computer 
support for June/July, general fund/police; 
to Osborne Concrete, $601 for hydrant 
repair/road-curb. replacement, water 
fund. Also, a $2,520 payment to Action 
Training for its annual agreement with the 
fire department was approved but will not 
be dispersed until Councilman Marcotte 
can meet with Fire Chief Loranger on an 
alternative training program. Marcotte had 
the item removed from the Aug. 7 agenda 
in order to meet with Loranger on the 
training, but he said he had been unable to 
talk with Loranger about it. Loranger said 
it expires the end of the month. “Will this 
screw everything up?” Councilman Tom 
Fielder asked of the delay and Loranger 
said, “I hope not. We’ve been in this for a 
while”; and 

e Heard Councilman Fielder give a 
report on his work with the Substance 
Use Disorder Board for Wayne County. 
He stated Van Buren Township Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara was named to a related 
group, the Detroit Wayne Mental Health 
Board.

Patrick Aimone, Norm DeBuck, and 
Victor Franzoi, all of Van Buren Township, 
are preparing to ride in the 47"-annual Dick 
Allen Lansing to Mackinaw (DALMAC) 
bicycle tour at the end of the month. 

This is Aimone’s 28" year on the tour, 
Franzoi’s 20" year, and DeBuck’s fifth 
year. 


Founded in 1971 by former State Sen. 
Dick Allen, DALMAC offers riders a 
choice of routes beginning on Wednesday, 
Aug. 30, or Thursday, Aug. 31, which leave 
from East Lansing and end on Sunday, Sept. 
3, in either Mackinaw City, St. Ignace or 
Rudyard, depending on the route chosen. 

Newer options include a three-day 
route that departs from Lake City Friday 
morning or a two-day route that leaves 


from Grayling Saturday morning. 
This year’s routes range in distance from 
102 to 411 miles. Nearly 1,400 riders are 


expected to participate in the 2017 tour. 
DALMAC seeks to develop an 
appreciation of bicycling as both recreation 
and transportation, to promote a bicycle- 
friendly environment in Michigan and 
to demonstrate how bicycles and other 
vehicles can safely share our state roads. 
It is a recreational tour open to all capable, 


interested bicyclists. 

Proceeds from the tour have enabled The 
DALMAC Fund to grant over $1.3 million 
to bicycling-related organizations and 
causes since 1985.

A non-binding agreement for towing 
services with J&T Crova Towing of 
Belleville and Great Lakes Towing of Van 
Buren Township was approved by the VBT 
Board of Trustees at its regular meeting 
Aug. 15. 

Police Chief Jason Wright said the issue 
of towing came before the board several 
months ago concerning cleaning up the 
scenes and towing fees. 

He said the board tasked the police 
department with looking at the situation. 
He said they first spoke to the township 
attorney on whether it should be an 
agreement or a contract and the attorney 
recommended a non-binding agreement. 

He said Romulus had an agreement, as 
did Ypsilanti, Westland, Livonia, Canton, 
Madison Heights and Muskegon. He said 
they established guidelines for what the 
expectations were in VBT. 

When specifying charges for the tow and 
cleanups, they included a basic tow and 
heavy tow and looked at the State Police 
prices. 

“We worked on fees and added language,” 
Chief Wright said, noting the agreement 
was discussed at the work/study session 
the day before the regular meeting. 

“At least this allows residents to know 
what to expect when their car is towed and 
how to handle complaints,” Chief Wright 
said. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier thanked township 
resident Reggie Ion for bringing up the 
subject. She referred to the several times 
he brought the subject to the board and the 
time he brought in a bucket of car parts that 
were left in the roadway after a vehicle was 
towed and the scene not cleaned up near 
Ion’s home. He dumped the bucket out on 
the carpet in front of the board to underline 
his irritation with the board. 

“I, as a new board member, didn’t know 
we didn’t have a contract or agreement,” 
Trustee Frazier said. 

“I’m pleased with Great Lakes and J&T. 
They have the equipment and they also 
have holding yards close by. 

“I have a family member in the towing 
business and their reputations are good,” 
Frazier said. 

She pointed out both owners of the firms 
were present at the work/study session the 
day before. 

“They want our business ... and Pm 
pleased we put this down in writing,” 
she said. “They know where they can get 
their cars ... or they can call their own 
tow company. I think it’s good for the 
township.” 

Trustee Paul White also thanked Ion for 
bringing this issue to the board. He said 
a year or so ago Ion brought a bucket of 
pieces of a car. 

“This is because of a concerned citizen 
who brought a bucket of parts to illustrate 
the problem,” Trustee White. He referred 
to the document as “a real gentleman’s 
agreement so we can have clean 


roads.” 

At the end of the meeting when the public 
could speak, Ion said he wished they would 
have gone out for bids. 

“You just gave it to your favorite towing 
companies who’ve been doing it for the 
last 20 years. 

“I’m comfortable with the way it came 
out,” said Trustee Reggie Miller. “If 
problems show up we can come back and 
go out for bids.” 

“We can terminate it at the drop of a hat,” 
agreed Supervisor Kevin McNamara. “I 
know it’s an excellent agreement because 
nobody’s satisfied with it. It took two to 
three months to put it together.” 

Ion said he’s sure the police will have a 
great Christmas party this year. He referred 
to the party Great Lakes threw for the 
police department last year. 

During the work/study session Supervisor 
McNamara said township vehicles are 
getting free tows under 10,000 pounds 
under the agreement. He said last year 
there were six such tows, four by Great 
Lakes and two by J&T. 

Also at the work/study, John Bokon, 
owner of J&T, said there are a bunch of 
things in the agreement that he questions. 
He asked exactly how much space the 
township needs under the agreement. 

Supervisor McNamara said, “We know 
you’ve got a facility that’s decently sized.” 

Bokon also asked about the part where 
the companies are not charging for victims 
of rape or carjacking. Chief Wright replied, 
“If we have to impound, contractors are 
still getting paid.” 

Bokon said he has been towing for 40 
years and he’d like to make the work for 
Van Buren Township even. For the past 
20 years or so J&T has towed south of 
the freeway and Great Lakes north of the 
freeway. 

He said the tows on the south side were 
350 last year and on the north side it was 
750. He suggested they go back and forth,

using them every other call. 
McNamara said the numbers were actually 
500 to the south and 700 to the north. 

“We discussed this at great length,” 
McNamara said. “We want them to respond 
immediately ... we took out switching 
back and forth ... It’s up to Van Buren PD 
to change, if necessary.” 

Chief Wright said that’s the way it’s been 
for the last 20 to 25 years. He said dispatch 
shouldn’t have to do rotation. 

“The north is busier than the south,” 
Chief Wright said. 

“Tf it was out for bids, Great Lakes could 
bid on the south side,” Ion added. 

“If one vendor can’t handle a call, we 
can call the other,” McNamara said “I will 
monitor this year.” 

Paul from Great Lakes said if they leave 
the scene and it’s not picked up for some 
reason, they will come back. He said a lot 
of times it’s a private tow firm that doesn’t 
clean up. He said the police department 
will call them and they will clean it up even 
if they didn’t do that tow. 

‘Tm hard on my guys,” Bokon said, 
adding often a private person tow leaves a 
mess and J&T cleans it up.

In other business at the Aug. 15 regular 
meeting, the board: 

e Witnessed the Van Buren Civic Fund, 
represented by Treasurer Sharry Budd and 
Planning Commission Carol Thompson, 
donate $35,000 to the VBT Police 
Department for a dive trailer to add to the 
$10,000 donation from businessman Ron 
Blank for the trailer.

Whereas, These atomic veterans were 
exposed to radiation during their military 
service and, due to that exposure, developed 
several types of medical conditions that 
are not currently listed under the Radiation 
Exposure Compensation Act (RECA); and 

Whereas, Many atomic veterans were 
prevented by secrecy laws or oaths 
from seeking medical care or disability 
compensation from the United States 
Department of Veterans Affairs (VA) for 
conditions they developed as a result of 
radiation exposure; and 

Whereas, In 1996, the United States 
Congress repealed the Nuclear Radiation 
and Secrecy Agreements Act, thus freeing 
atomic veterans to describe their military

Sec. 50-2. Prohibited Parking 


Violations include parking on a sidewalk, in front of a driveway, within 15 feet 
of a fire hydrant, on or within 20 feet of a crosswalk, within 15 feet of an 
intersection, where signs prohibit parking, in a handicapped parking area without 
proper authorization, in violation of a posted sign, or blocking access to a fire 
lane. 


Sec. 50-3. Violations and Penalties; Severability; Savings; Repealer 


Violation of 50-2 is a civil infraction and the penalty is a fine. Each portion of the 
ordinance is separate, so a finding that one portion is invalid does not invalidate 


this entire Section. Any ordinance in conflict with this Section is repealed.

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Van Buren Township Planning Commission wants input on airbnb

Chris Madigan, a graduate student who 
has been serving as an intern in the Van 
Buren Township Building and Planning 
Department, gave a presentation on 
short-term rentals to the VBT Planning 
Commission at its regular meeting Aug. 16. 

His focus was airbnb, an internet-based 
incarnation of a bed and breakfast that allows 
occupants of a housing unit to advertise their 
willingness to rent an entire residence or 
room or space for fewer than 30 days. 

He said he checked and there are several 
in this area already listed on airbnb: one on 
the lake for six people in a basement; two 
on Rawsonville and Ecorse roads; and two 
more in the City of Belleville. 

“It doesn’t seem to be a problem in Van 
Buren Township now,” he said, noting that 
the biggest problems seem to be parking and 
noise. 

He said sometimes people will buy homes 
on the lake for short-term rentals and the 


owners are never here. The township would 
need a person to contact for that home. 

Madigan said there are separate Michigan 
House and Senate bills in progress that are 
the same and permit short-term rentals in 
any municipality as a permitted use. It hasn’t 
yet been voted on. 

He said the Michigan Municipal League 
and the Michigan Township Association are 
both strongly against it. 

“This would allow commercial use in a 
residential zoning,” said Carol Thompson, 
commission chairperson. 

Madigan passed out a sample ordinance to 
look at from another community. 

Ron Akers, director of the planning and 
economic development department, said 
Madigan has done a lot of research and a lot 
of work on this. 

Akers said there is a housing shortage in 
Northwestern Michigan and a short-term 
rental takes a house off the market. It’s more 
lucrative for the owner, he said. 

Akers said he is not aware of any complaints 


in VBT, so maybe the timing is not quite 
right for an ordinance. He said they could 
hold off until it becomes an issue. 

Township Treasurer Sharry Budd said if 
the township passed an ordinance and then 
the state passed legislation it could be a 
problem. 

“T don’t know the answer,” she said. 

Commission vice chairman Donald Boynton 
said there was a seminar he attended on this 
subject at a conference in Kalamazoo. 

He said if several airbnb sites are clustered 
together it becomes a problem, especially 
with parking. He suggested the commission 
put something together so if the state doesn’t 
do something, the township can. 

“We have an ordinance now that prohibits 
commercial use in a residential zoning and a 
noise ordinance,” Thompson said. 

Akers said the township also prohibits 
parking on front lawns and grassy areas. He 
said a group might lease a house for 10-12 
people for a meeting together and that would 
mean six or eight cars for one property.

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“No commercial in a residential zoning,” 
Budd said. 

Akers said technically it’s still residential 
use in the township’s ordinance and the 
ordinance would have to be amended. 

“We could look at the ordinance from 
Spring Lake,” Thompson said. Spring Lake 
promotes regulation, so if there are issues 
the township has contact information. 

“We would need more public input,” 
Thompson said. 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson 
recommended working with the City of 
Belleville on this. 

Akers said they have never regulated an 
ordinance with the city, but it’s possible. 

“There’s a lot of homes on the lake in 
the city,” Atchinson said, noting her VBT 
subdivision on the lake, Mission Pointe, 
doesn’t allow commercial in residential. 

“Harmony Lane hasn’t had a homeowners’ 
association in 30 years and they can do 
whatever they want with their homes,” she 
said. 

“I’m not sure what to do,” Thompson said. 
“We can look at the ordinance, but we need 
to get input from the community.” 

Akers said he isn’t sure what’s appropriate, 
but they should reach out to the community. 

Thompson said they could do an online 
survey and Akers suggested Survey 
Monkey. 

Madigan also presented each commissioner 
with large Orientation Packets that he 
prepared with each packet containing a 
township master plan, bylaws, permitting 
process, parliamentary procedure and 
Robert’s Rules of Order, a handbook on the 
Open Meetings Act, the zoning ordinance, 
the Michigan Planning Enabling Act and the 
Michigan Zoning Enabling Act. 

Akers said Madigan is making sure the 
planning commissioners have the tools to do 
the job. It is also a good Orientation Packet 
for a new commissioner. Akers said a new 
planning commissioner will be appointed 
soon to replace Ron Jackson.

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Judge Oakley approves plea deal for Melvin Butzin of Sumpter Twp.

Melvin Butzin of Sumpter Township pled 
guilty to domestic violence-1* and the 
other charge was dismissed in a plea deal 
accepted by 34" District Court Judge Brian 
A. Oakley on Aug. 2. 

In explaining the offense, Butzin stated 
he and his mother were in Belleville and 
he was driving. He said his mother grabbed 
the wheel and he grabbed her arm to keep 
them from crashing. 


Judge Oakley said he couldn’t accept a 
guilty plea if there was a defensive reason 
to grab her arm. 

The Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
said she believed Butzin was intoxicated. 
He could plead no contest because he 
couldn’t remember, she said. She went to 
get a police report and before she could 
leave the courtroom Sumpter Det. John 
Ashby presented a copy of the police report 
to Judge Oakley. 

Judge Oakley read the report and accepted

ano-contest plea and dismissal of the other 
charge. 

Judge Oakley said it looked like a 
toxic situation where the elderly mother 
and Butzin live together and he is the 
caregiver. His sister Juanita Marker said 
this wouldn’t have happened if he hadn’t 
been drinking and he hasn’t had a drink 
since this happened. 

Marker said she intends to help her 
brother with the caregiving and has found 
someone to take care of their mother for 
four hours a day a few days a week, to give 
him a break. 

“I want to make sure nothing happens,” 
Judge Oakley said. 
Det. Ashby agreed that there is no problem 
when he’s not drinking. 


Judge Oakley told Butzin that he will be 
on probation for 12 months and if he drinks 
it is a violation of his probation and he will 
go to jail. 

“I haven’t had a drink since this 
happened,” Butzin said. 

“As long as you don’t drink, we’re best 
friends,” Judge Oakley said to Butzin. “It 
is an admirable, noble thing to take care of 
your mother.” 

Judge Oakley said if there are no new 
charges, or problems with mom, in 12 
months, the charge will be dropped. He 
said there will be random testing. 

Judge Oakley levied no fines or court 
costs on Butzin. 

“If you have a problem staying sober, call 
us,” Judge Oakley urged.
